Chincee Public Opinion writes on, thik subject 
as follows :-— uo 

We note that the subject of a gold standard 
for Chinn has again been bronght forwied by 
Governuient presumably on account of’ some 
proposition made by an influential offleial In 
our last issue we published o paragravh~anent 
the matter in which it wii siated tint, “the 
Ministers absoad should be wired to and-ordered 
to negotinta with various nations :to settle: 
proportionate -valution betwee thoir own -and 
¢ hinese currency. A. basis is suggested thot 15+ 
pieces of Chinese half-tael coins’ should equal 
:One pond. storling.” " : 

Now thia would be a very excellent arrange- 
ment for China bat unfortunstely in the present 
state of the world it is the custom of states as 
well as individuals, when‘ssked to grant-a favour, 
to look for + guid pro quo. 

The proposition as put forward does not keem 
to provide for this nor does it offer any security, 
that the half-tael.coins of China, which by’ the 
way aro not yet-in existence, will bo of high 
grade silver approximating to the value suggested 
ond leaving a margin for farthor possible depre- 
ciation of tho white metal vis a vis the yellow. 

Of course if China kept » gold: reserve, even 
in bullion only, sufficient to redeem her silver 
tael currenoy to. the oxtent of say, two-thirds, 
and'gave sufficient guarantees that *he would 
retleem it, on demand,.the proposition would be 
accepted instanter, = — a ; 

Silver at prosent is mnch deprociated in value 
but it is by- mo means certain that it has yet 
touched “bottom.” “We romember hearing, 
some years ogo, that. in certain parts of the 
world excellent silver could be produced as 
low as one shilling. and. two pence per ‘ounce, 
We have also heard. of tailings containing 
much silver, from certain. mines; being thrown 
aside as not worth. the trouble of extracting. 
the precious ‘metal: thereferm. We have also 
heard that hundreds of. rich mines im varions | 
parts of the world, mora especially in Central 
America, are shat down. as it was not .worth
